Hon. Fletcher D avis of Hondo, or­ 
ganiser of Farm ers Institute* for m e 
T exas Department of 
Agriculture, 
was here on Thursday 
and 
Friday of 
last week. 
Mr. Davis made a short address at a 
m eeting of the Bankers and Business 
M en ’* Food and Feed Campaign Com­ 
m ittee Thursday night 
On f riday afternoon at two o ’clock 
he made a more 
extended address, 
plain and practical, that ought to soak 
in. 
H e disposed of the food shortage 
proposition shortly,[presuming that hi* 
audience were reading men and in­ 
form ed as to the impending crisis. 
He talked about how the farm ers of 
this community can best 
mete 
the 
demands being made upon them 
by a 
food consuming and fam ine-threaten­ 
ed world and rise to the level of the 
expectations of humanity the world 
oyer. 
Mr. D avis advised 
that cotton be 
given the sam e attention a- ha*- been 
the custom of this section but that 
more food and feed be grown. 
He 
advised the 
careful saving of ak the 
farm ers produce -th at much canning, 
drying and curing bt dom bo as to re­ 
duce the amount of food that will have 
to he imported. 
He advised pea and 
potato curing plants and that the nay 
crops be not allowed to spoil. 
He ad­ 
vised that several plantings of corn 
follow the crop now growing. 
Not all 
will m ake crops hut the possibility 
that slime will mature 
should he in­ 
centive for the extra trouble and care. 
The more corn produced, the more 
will he eaten and the more wheat will 
be released for those who 
do not 
know how to prepare corn meal for 
food. 
He advised the planting a ho of 
much mi lo, feterita and the I,Re. 
Tin­ 
can he fed to stock and w ill release 
both wheat arid com for human food 
anti meal from this would taste very 
good in case of radroad tie-up and 
human beings 
were 
hungry 
Mr. 
D avis does not presume to Hay what 
any individual anywhere should do hut 
does advise that mature thought be 
put upon the situation and that each 
one do the very best he can. 
With 
each man doing his 
best toe proposi­ 
tion is as good as solved thinks Mr. 
Davis.
